I he annual clean-up drive will 
be held here next week and with all 
ol the spring rains that we have had 
it is important that the breeding 
places for mosquitoes be eliminated. 
Weeds and trash that hold w ater 
make good places for the mosquitoes 
and Hies to breed and not only do 
they become a nuisance, they also 
spread diseases. 
A good clean-up will also im ­ 
prove the looks of our city and make 
it a m ore enjoyable place to live. 


The 61st regular session of the 
Texas Legislature rolled to a close 
this week. Texas taxpayers could 
breathe a sigh of relief that the bills 
have stopped rolling, 
if it w ere not 
for the fact that it won't be until af­ 
ter a special session is held that we 
will know just how bad the taxpayers 
are going to be hurting. 
But at least the spending bills 
have stopped coming in. But, this 
did not happen before the legislature 
set a record in spending. Most of 
this new money to be spent will be 
in the field of education, with higher 
education receiving more attention 
this session than ever before. 
At the time this was written, 
it 
was not known what Governor P re s ­ 
ton Smith was going to do about the 
one-year appropriation bill passed 
by the two houses, lie has always 
been opposed to a one-year bill and 
felt that the legislature could d is­ 
charge its duties only by coming up 
with a two-year bill. 
But the legislative leaders, L t. 
Gov. Ben Barnes and House Speak­ 
e r Gus Mutscher, who favor the one 
year bill have pretty well boxed the 
Governor into a corner. If he vetoes 
the spending bill on his desk and 
calls the legislature back into s e s ­ 
sion immediately, he has no a s s u r­ 
ance that the legislature will give 
what he wants. 
Barnes and Mutscher both feel 
that if the state waits until next year 
to pass a tax bill it can be lower . 
Most observers doubt that this will 
be the case but the two have sold the 
legislators on this anyway. 
Speculation now is that the Gov­ 
ernor will wait and see how the vot­ 
e rs feel about annual sessions when 
they vote on the constitutional amend­ 
ments in August. If they pass it, he 
will likely wait until next year to 
call a special session, but, if they 
reject it then he would call Hie s e s ­ 
sion this fall. 
Because of the delay between the 
time the spending bills are passed 
and the time that the tax bills are 
w i itten, 
it is hard to form much of 
an opinion about this session. A 
multitude 
of laudable ends were 
attained by the lawmakers but it is 
hard 
to tell right now if we can 
really afford all of them. 
While we are glad that the s e s ­ 
sion is over before many more bills 
were put through the “grinder, we 
were disappointed that the legisla­ 
ture chose to ignore the reform s 
needed in our public education sy s­ 
tem. We could feel a lot 
kinder 
about the teachers' pay 
raise if 
some of the needed changes had 
been adopted.

It 
seems 
that 
about everything anyone wants 
d(>ne 
can 
be 
accomplished 
“after Vietnam.” 
Some are promising that 
a1! will be set right when the 
war in Vietnam is concluded. 
Problems now challenging the 
Government 
on every hand 
can supposedly be cured 
in 
short order. This includes the 
renovation of cities, soothing 
the unrest which agitates the 
younger generation and thc 
m inority groups and even re­ 
furbishment of spiritual and 
economic 
destitution 
which 
afflicts many Americans. 
This attitude adds up to an 
assumption prevalent in our 
society’s lifp during the last 
several dorado* that money is 
all 
that is needed 
to cure 
everything. 
Tho whole idea seems to be 
that 
when v c 
get things 
quieted down 
in Southeast 
Asia, the billions now being 
spent in that area can im ­ 
m ediately be put to use here 
at home. 
The cost of the effort in 
Vietnam is blamed for not 
having all the desirable things 
here at home which we will 
have “after V ietnam .” Many 
of these 
same people have 
never 
expressed a concern 
chout 
Government 
.spend mg 
before. 
The concern seems 
enly directed at tho purpose 
for which it: is spent. 
T in t 
c »mo objection will also be 
directed against the refurbish­ 
ing of our National defense, 
which is going to be necessary 
to a very large degree “after 
V ietnam ,” if we are to m ain­ 
tain a position of .strength in 
the world. 


The refrain grows th at there 
should be a reappraisal of our 
m ilitary commitments. 
Ap­ 
parently this means a reap- 
priasal of the kind of world in 
which we live. Some sort af as 
sumption must be drawn th at 
somehow our potential enemies 
have had a change of heart 
and that if we are not strong 
m ilitarily, they will not fear 
us 
but will love us in our 
weakness. 
Tile 
advocates 
of 
every­ 
thing "AFTER 
VIETNAM” 
do not 
show signs of con­ 
sidering w hat would happen 
lf it should turn out that high 
expenditures 
for 
m ilitary 
spending must continue. There 
is no adm itting possibilities 
th a t the balance of power in 
the world may be shifting in 
favor of our adversaries in­ 
stead of the other way around. 
T hf whole implication is that 
no such thing 
could result 
from a full-scale reappraisal 
of our m ilitary needs. It is 
rath er that the United States 
can safely pull in its horns, 
slosh m ilitary spending and 
turn her whole attention to 
curing the evils on the home 
front, 
The fact is th a t the 
"after Vietnam ” thesis is so 
strong that priorities are al­ 
ready boing established. These 
priorities leave m ilitary pre­ 
paredness some place down 
the lino from these activities 
which are supposed to relieve 


ail our society’s ills. 
It is 
already being talked th at to 
bail out bankrupt cities the 
Federal 
Government 
m ust 
come across with another $20 
billion per year, which just 
about doubles 
the present 
Federal 
contribution. 
It 
is 
further being talked th at the 
Federal Government will need 
to pay about one-third the cost 
of all local and State Govern­ 
ments. 


There is reason 
for sus­ 
picion about some of this "af­ 
te r Vietnam ” business. In the 
first place there just might 
bo reason to question w hether 
it. is being used as a conven­ 
ient cover for lack of work­ 
able program s at the present 
time. There should be a ques­ 
tion as to whether all of this 
money we don’t have will be 
available for all these things. 
No one is saying anything a- 
bout using “after Vietnam” re­ 
sources to get our fiscal house 
In order — like paying 
off 
some of our debts, stemming 
Inflation 
by balancing the 
budget, strengthening the in­ 
tegrity of the dollar by re­ 
ducing some of the tax bur­ 
den from the necks of the 
taxpayer. 


T here is nothing wrong in 
looking to the time when prob­ 
lems of our society 
can he 
solved to thc greatest possible 
extent. At the same tim e the 
Idea th at money alone can 
m eet the challenge is false. In 
the opinion of some who have 
espoused this concept in the 
past, tho $20 billion or more 
now being spent on some of 
these problems has resulted in 
chaos. Another $20 billion or 
•so 
under present methods 
could proc!uce twice as much 
chaos unless the spending is 
done more effectively. 


This, coupled w ith the need 
for refurbishing our military, 
hardly holds out the promises 
some arc making “after Viet­ 
nam .”

"Claims for social security 
disability benefits should be 
filed early,” R . 
R . Tuley, Jr., 
social security manager stated. 
I hey take a bit longer to pro­ 
cess than most retirement and 
death claims, since the medi­ 
cal evidence in each case must 
be evaluated in detail to de­ 
termine 
whether or not the 
disability is severe enough to 
meet tho requirements of the 
law, he explained. 
Persons having disabilities 
which will prohibit their work­ 
ing for 
12 months or more 
ought to apply for benefits as 
soon as possible. 
Since dis­ 
ability payments can begin 
no earlier than the seventh 
month after the disability be­ 
gun, a disabled worker has 
six months in w’hich to apply 
1)0fore 
any checks are due. 
"The earlier the 
claim 
is 
filed, the more time you and 
the claims specialists have to 
get 
all the necessary facts 
to pay the claim,” Tuley em­ 
phasized.

We shared some of our thoughts there 
in the room. “i’m hoping to come back 
to Mississippi,* she said, “but if I die 
what have I got to fuss about. He has 
given me nearly a halt century to live 
and I have spent hall of it serving 
Him. It’s been a good life!” 
Bobbie didn't have much money. 
She made that decision early in her 
life. But Bobbie was rich, rich in good­ 
ness, and kindness, and concern, and 
friends.

Bobbie helped me many times when 
the going got rough. I see now that He 
used her, brought her to me when I 
needed some extra strength.

session to complete appropri­ 
ations for 1971 and to decide 
on the inevitable major tax 
bill. Legislative leaders, Lt. 
Gov. Ben Barnes and House 
Speaker Gus Mutscher, claim 
the latter will be smaller if 
the finance showdown can be 
delayed until next year. 
Gov. Preston Smith, who holds 
the key to the timing of the 
special session, has made clear 
from the start that he feels 
the Legislature should face 
up to a biennial budget and 
the raising of needed revenue. 
He could veto the single-year 
bill and call another session 
immediately — or accept it 
and schedule the remaining 
financial work whenever he 
pleases. 
Many 
all-time 
legislative 
records have toppled 
at this 
session. 
Certainly, the 61st session 
passed more legislation than 
any before it, and it was com­ 
mitted in advance to spending 
more money. 


A 
multitude 
of

ends were attained. 
Giant 
strides were made in the field 
of education. Teachers got a 
$61.9 million pay raise. Over­

were ordered in the 
field of vocational and tech­ 
nical education.
